The Americus club is emphatically a Quay 
organization, but numbers among its members 
not a few adherents to Chris Magee, of whom 
Congressman Dalzell is the chief. 

It was with one of these faithful followers of 
Magee, though some other persons were pres- 
ent, that Frank Willing Leach, the private 
secretary and factotum of the chairman of 
the national republican committee, became 
involved in a lively argument, some time 
after the close of the banquet proper. 

In such company the conversation naturally 
drifted upon Quay’s leadership of the party, 
and then the Magee man became indignant. 
He loudly proclaimed that Quay had sacri- 
ficed the organization for the sake of one vic- 
tory, that the coming house of representatives 
would surely be overwhelmingly democratic, 
and that foresecing the signs fof disaster, the 
chairman was, according to common report, 
getting ready to resign. 

THE SCHEME EXPOSED. 

“Don’t fool yourself,’’ responded Leach ina 
half angry, half pityingtone. ‘That meeting 
of the republican committee on May 7th is 
called for different purposes than the accept- 
ance of Quay’s resignation. It is called to 
take official action upon a plan which, per- 
fected by Quay and some of them under his 
direction, already well under way, promises to 
insure the permanent control of all branches 
of the government to the republican party.’’ 

Leach stopped a moment, and then abruptly 
asked his companion: 

“Who is taking this census anyway ?”’ 

“Robert P. Potter and his assistants, I sup- 
pose,’’ was the somewhat surprised answer. 

“Yes, and you can just bet that it will be 
¢aken right,’’ was the speedy answer. 

“What do you suppose Quay spent all those 
weeks tn Florida for? Tarpon-fishing? Well, 
hardly. Let me tell you,’”’ and here his voice 
became at once emphatic and mysterious, 
“That a southern negro will have tobe very 
conspicuous to'be counted in the census this 
year.”

‘Thanks toan amendment to the laws proposed 
on the subject, proposed by Sunset Cox, the 
certificate of Superintendent Porter is all that 
‘congress needs to take action for a new appor- 
tionment.”’ 
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HOW THE SOUTH WILL LOSE. 

“By our system of counting,” continued the 

Speaker, growing more enthusiastic, ‘“‘we ex- 

“pect the southern states to lose at least eigh- 
teen or twenty representatives. If the negro 

“Is not counted at the polls, he shall not be in 
the census. The northwestern states will gain 
in just about the proportion that the southern 
“ones will lose. Minnesota will get three or 
four more congressmen, and Kansas and Ne- 
braska perhaps a half dozen each, not to speak 
‘of the Dakotas and the rest of them.” 

“But can such action be forced through con- 
€ress at the eleventh hour, against all prece- 
dent?” exclaimed his listener in astonishment. 

“It can, and easily, too. You see this is not 
hasty scheme. It was decided upon as soon 
as it was found that the democrats would re-

ton Interview. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., April 29.—[Special.— 
The southern editors are getting here in num- 
bers. The first arrival was that of Henry 
Watterson, who is to lecture tomorrow night 
on ‘‘Mouey and Morals.”’ 

In an interview today, Mr. Watterson talked 
politics to some extent. He said: 

“I think the republicans have bitten off 
more than they canchew. Their plan is to 
secure, during the two years in which they 
possess the government, all legislation that 
they will need for ten years. They expect to 
carry a few districts in the south to put them- 
selves in shape to carry the general election in 


I think their extremism and excesses will so 
react upon them in the north as to entirely 
negative any advantages they may acquire by 
forced legislation.”’ 

THE DEMOCRATIC HOPE. 

Speaking of the democratic hope for the 
next e'ection, he says: 

“I believe that the disintegration of the 
republican party of the northwest will con- 
tinue, but as to the hopes of a democratic vic- 
tory at the next election, I have not changed 
my views that the democratic party will still 
have to look to and rely most certainly on 
states like New York, New Jersey, Indiana 
and Connecticut. It will require them, with 
the united south, to carry the election, taking 
the new states into the republican account.”’ 

WHO WILL BE CANDIDATES. 

Of the outlook in 1892, he says he regards 
it as encouraging. ‘‘If New York shall come to 
the convention united for Cleveland, there is 
no doubt that he will be nominated; but if 
such be not the case the party must lcok else- 
where fora nominee. It would be suicidal to 
take the nominee from New York state if it 
were divided, and there was an evident de- 
termination of any considerable body to knife 
the party. Outside of Cleveland there is no 
one whom I think ofnow as the nominee. No 
one knows what may happen.” 

MUGWUMPS MUST BE DISCARDED. 

“T believe if Cleveland should go back to the 
white house, he will go as a democrat, and not 
as & mugwump, though I have nothing to say 
against the mugwumps, and mean no disre- 
spect to them in this reference. I simply 
mean that I take no stock in the ideas of civil 
service reform as they were advanced by the 
great mugwump leaders and newspapers, and 
accepted by Mr. Cleveland, believing, as I do, 
that this is a representative government, based 
upon party responsibility; not a government 
of mere individuals, holding their places by a 
kind of divine right of their own assumption 
and assertion.”

SENECA IN FLAMES. 


Over Fifteen Thousand Dollars’ Worth of 
Property Destroyed. 

GREENVILLE, 8. C., April 29.—[Special.]— 
The town of Seneca, S. C., was visited by the 
fire fiend on Sunday morning last, and an en- 
tire block of buildings in the business center 
was laidin ashes within a few hours. The 
fire was first discovered about 2 o’clock on 
Sunday morning in the postoffice. Ina few 
minutes, despite the efforts of the citizens, 
who fought nobly and were without fire appa- 
ratus, the postoffice and four wooden buildings 
adjoining were entirely consumed. The heat 
from these soon caught the brick building on 
the opposite corner, occupied by O. F. Bacon, 
and ina short while it andits contents were 
also consumed. The lo$ses, as near as can be 
learned, are as follows: 

John C, Carey, four wooden store rooms, 
$3,000 ; insurance $1,000. ; 

W. O. Hamilton, two brick stores, $2,500; no 
insurance. 

Miss Phillips’s wooden building, $700; in- 
surance $450. : 

D. McElroy, stock of drugs, $3,000; insur- 
ance $1,600. 

W. B. Taylor, stock of jewelry, $600; no in- 
surance. 

. The contents of the postoffice, except what 
was in the safe, were lost. 

Wakefield, colored, lost nearly all his stock 
of groceries, amounting to $3,300; insurance 
$1,200. 

The Mountain Rifles lost their armory, guns 
and accouterments. 

O. F. Bacon lost his household effects and 
nearly all of a $1000 stock of goods. 

The Keowell hotel was badly scorched and 
had a narrow escape. Altogether, it was the 
most disastrous fire Seneca has ever known. It 
is learned that the entire burnt district will soon 
be rebuilt with a row of handsome brick build 


ings. 


The Sun’s Cotton Review. 

New York, April 29.—Futures opened lower 
and further declined, closing at about the lowest 
figures of the day and eight to ten points off from 
yesterday. It is no longer speculation in cotton, 
but in silver. Silver lost a part of its late ad- 
vance; so did cotton. Cotton, of itself, is weak, 
but silver may carry it higher. At any rate, you 
cannot win unless you bet, and then you are apt 
to lose. The weather at the south was clear and 
cool; in short, the temperature at many points is 
quite too low. The crop movement is pretty well 
maintained at interior towns. Cotton was one- 
sixteenth lower and dull.

The Butterworth Bill Hard Upon the Far- 
mer, While the Lard Bill is One of 
Glaring Sectional Interest. 


the Butterworth ‘options’ or “futures” bill, 
which places a heavy license fee upon dealers 
in futures, together with a tax upon every 
pound or bushel! of certain specified articles 80 
bought cr sold. Its object is to break up the 
speculative dealings or corners which have 
taken place in the grain, cotton and meat mar- 
kets of recont years. 
BUT IT GOES MUCH FURTHER. 


In speaking of it today a Southern member 
said : 

“The object sought was not merely the moral 
one of the suppression of gambling, but 
even more potent was the idea of relief 
for the farmer, who has been popularly 
supposed to be ground between the bulls and 
bears, the victim of each in turn. This view 
predominated with the committee which re- 
ported the bill fayorably on the 8th of April, 
asis clearly apparent from an amendment 
which they made, exempting from the full ef- 
fect of it the agreement made by farmers im 
respect to crops in the actual course of produe- 
tion. However, the bill shows that its framet 
were not familiar with modern business 
methods. 

AS IT AFFECTS COTTON. 
That portion of the bill which relates to cot- 


burdens, and at the 
same time should the bill become 
a law, would terribly cripple one of 
the south’s most important industry, the man- 
ufacture of fertilizers. Under the present 
practice fertilizers are shipped and sold dur- 
ing the winter months for the ensuing cotton 
crop. The farmer has not, as a rule, to pay 
cash for the same. To give a cash note 
would compel him to market his crop by a 
given date to meet ee a condi- 
tion Which the buyer“would be quick to take 
advantage of to lijs detriment. What he does 
do is to give a cotton note, payable in cotton 
at an agreed valuation per pound, but 
since this is given before a _ plant 
is in the ground, it would 
not come under the exemption clause. The 
present practice enables the farmer to pay 
a part, and often an important part of his in- 
debtedness with his produce at a fair yalua- 
tion, which the fertilizer manufacturer then 
converts into cash. Abolish this method, and 
the grower becomes a victor indeed, while the 
increased uncertainty of receiving his pay in- 
jures directly the manufacturers of the fer- 
tilizers.

OPPOSES MANUFACTURERS. 

Nor is this all. The cotton manufacturers, 
as well, are made to suffer. There is hardly a 
manufacturer in the country who could give 
storage room for a year’s supply of his raw 
article, or who could detach the requisite 
amount of capital from his business to lay @& 
year’s, or even six months’ stock.. He*¢an 
now, however, gointo the market, purchase, 
say 50,000 bales, deliverable at the rate of 1,000 
bales per month, save the cost of storage and 
insurance on the great bulk of the material, 
have it along as it is actually needed for the 
manufacturer, and by taking advantage of fa- 
vorable conditions of the market, insure a rea- 
sonable profit in the competition to which 
he is subject, and keep his hands continually 
employed.”’ 

Such are some of the legitimate operations 
in a single article which would be broken up 
should the Butterworth bill become a law. 

PROTESTS ARE COMING IN. 

In the face of this danger protests are flow- 
ing upon the members of congress ina steady 
stream, and a lively debate is certain to be 
heard when the bill is called up in the house. 

The Butterworth bill is one of two important 
measures recently reported from the house 
agricultural committee. The other is the 
Conger lard bill. The men who favor the 
Butterworth bill, as a rule, oppose the Conger 
lard bill. Both sidcs want a day fixed for the 
house to consider the bill they favor, but want 
the other laid aside. Those who favor the 
lard _ bill are very much Op- 
posed to the Butterworth bill, and 
the two factions of the house are fighting 
each other’s bills vigorously. For this reason 
it is believed by many that neither of the two 
bills will pass. However,if the Butterworth bill 
were before the house, and a vote was reached, 
“it would probably pass, but the difficulty its 
supporters will experience will be in get- 
ting it considered. jE. W. B.

FOR KEMMLER HAS A NEW LEASE | 
OF LIFE. 


A WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUS GRANTED 


Which Will Defer the Electrical Experiment 
Twe Months Longer—Perhaps May Do 
Away With It Entirely. 

Avsury, N. Y., April .29.—Notwithstand- 
ing all the elaborate preparations for the elec- 
- trical execution of W. Kemmler; notwithstand- 
ing the ignorant murderer lad professed his 
readiness to meet death ; notwithstanding War- 
end Durston had officially decided upon the time 
of administering the fatal current, and not- 
withstanding that most of the authorized wit- 
| messes had arrived, the whole procéeding is 
stopped, and indefinitely postponed. 

This postponement has been accomplished 
by the serving of a writ of habeas corpus, and 
not in many years has there been so dramatic 
an illustration in New York state of the tre- 
mendous power exerted by that venerable 
Anglo-Saxon process. Here was a low, brutal, 
uneducated murderer condemned to die, and 
waiting only for the order to leave his cell and 
walk to the fatal chair. 

KEMMLER WAS READY. 

He had made his will, given away all he was 
worth in the world—his slate, Bible. testa- 
ment and puzzle. He had just been baptized 
into the faith of the Methodist church, and 
was receiving the last words of his ministe- 
rial advisers; his coftin had been made, 
and he was soon to be placed in it, 
when, at this last moment, a lawyer unknown 
to Warden Durston, and not only unknown to 
the prisoner but even unexpected by him; a 
lawyer from the distant city of New York, 
who, in his regular practice has nothing to do 
with murder cases, suddenly appears and gives 
the condemned man a new lease of life. 

It was asif ata hanging in a county jail at 
the very moment when the rope was being 
fastened, you heard an imperious rap at the 
jail door anda messenger should stride in, 
bringing a reprieve from the governor. Such, 
at any rate, was the effect produced here in 
Auburn today, at the prison and on the streets, 
when the startling news was announced. 

IT WAS ROGER SHERMAN. 

The lawyer who caused this commotion was 
Roger M. Sherman, of New York city. He 
had never cammunicated with Kemmler, and 
very likely hati never known anything about 
him except through the newspapers. Just 
who employed Mr. Sherman would be inter- 
esting to know. 

It is only by chance that the present step, 
ostensibly in behalf of Kemmler, counts for 
anything, for had there not been a little delay 
in getting the apparatus in final order the 
criminal would have been shocked into the 
next-world this morning, just after daybreak. 

THE TWO STRANGE LAWYERS. 

A frequent topic of speculation since the 
developments of today, has been upon the point 
as to when and where the writof habeas corpus 
proceedings had itsinception, This morning’s 
_trains brought wore of the men who expect to 
be among the twenty-seven invited to witness 
the execution. There also appeared on the 
scene, at the same time, Lawyers Sherman and 
Henry D. Gailey. New York newspaper men 
recognized these lawyers and immediately be- 
came suspicious. Mr. Gailey is of the law firm 
of Carter, Hughes & Cravatt, attorneys for the 
United States Electric Light. company, the 
Brush company, and in some ways for the 
Westinghouse concerns. Paul D. Cravatt, of 
the firm, is probably the closest legal adviser 
of the Westinghouse people, and last winter 
used to be in constant conference 
with Mr. Westinghouse, in Windsor hotel. 
Mr. Gailey stopped here at the Osborne Mouse. 
Mr. Sherman took a room there also, but did 
not register, and did everything possible to 
keep his presence in town unknown. Mr, 
Gailey apparently had no business with Mr. 
Sherman. They were not together in the cor- 
ridors or on the streets. Mr. Gailey declared 
he had nothing to do with the interference in 
Kemmler’s behalf, and that the Westinghouse 
company has no interest in the present move- 
ment. He had a telegram while here from 
George Westinghouse. The last part of it 
read that the Westinghouse people had noth- 
ing to do with the stay of proceedings. 

Mr. Sherman left here on the 3:05 p. m., 
and Mr. Gailey on the 7 :05 p. m. train. 

THE DUBIOUS WARDEN. 

Soon after Mr. Sherman arrived in Auburn, 
he saw Warden Durston and told him that he 
had with him a writ of habeas corpus which 
would relieve the warden of the job of putting 
an electric shock intothe murderer. The war- 
den was surprised. He did not know Mr. 
Sherman and has been pestered so during the 
last fortnight by electricians and newspaper 
men in disguise, who, in the eyes of the war- 
den, have been conspirators against him, that 
he was inclined to doubt the genuineness of 
Mr. Sherman’s statement. Warden Durston 
told the lawyer—this was soon after 11 o’clock 
this morning—that any man might show what 
purported to be a writ of habeas 
corpus for Kemmler and ask that it be 
accepted. “I must have some assurance of 
the regularity of this proceeding,’ said the 
warden. Mr. Sherman explained that he had 
obtained the writ from Judge Wallace on 
Monday, and that a certified copy would be 
sent from the clerk of the court at Utica. That 
was not considered sufficient, and, thereupon, 
Mr. Sherman went before Supreme Court 
Judge Dwight, who was sitting in chambers, 
and made affidavit that he was a lawyer, and 
had. obtained a writ of habeas corpus from 
Judge Wallace. 7 

" HE WRIT RETURNABLE IN JUN 

The writ was dated yesterday, and was 
made returnable at Canandaigua on the third 
Monday in June. Mr. Sherman had also pre- 
pared a paper for Kemmler to sign, certifying 
that Mr. Sherman was authorized to act as his 
} counsel and to apply for the writ. Judge 
Dwight said this would have to be signed by 
the prisoner in the presence of a notary public. 

Warden Durston was satisfied with these 
certificates of the regularity of Mr. Sherman's 
business, and, except to announce the news 
formally tothe newspaper men and to notify 
Kemmiler, the warden’s troubles for the day 
were over. The newspaper men had known, 
in.a general way, about 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon, what was going on. Their information 
came from District Attorney Quinley, while 
at dinner. He said to some of the correspoud- 
ents: 

“Well, there is not going tobe any execu- 
tion, and Iam tired, and am going home this 
afterncon.’’ 

As a result, there was a crowd of newspaper 
men at the prison in quick order to get details. 

| ANNOUNCING THE NEWS. 

It was a quarter past 20’clock when Warden 
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Kemmler was not informed of the new turn of 
his affairs until,3 o'clock, when a nomary ap- 
peared with the paper creating Mr. Shermar 
his counsel. 

Kemmler signed the papers readily, but man- 
ifested no feeling, other than that he was 
somewhat proud of his ability to read and 
write. . 

When Warden Durston was at some pains 
to explain minutely to Kemmler that he had 
been given a new lease of life, he merely 
ejaculated: 

“Oh!” just as ifthe real facts weré beginning 
to dawn upon him. ‘That makes me feel 
much easier.’ | 

The future of the case will be one of long 
protracted litigation. Mr. Sherman will not 
say who retained him. He said at the station, 
while boarding his train for Syracuse, that he 
was Kemmler’s counsel, and that was all, ex— 
cept that the writ obtained was operative. He 
said this grimly, and there was something in 
his look that made the listener feel that Mr. 
Sherman was in for a determined fight, and 
that he knew it. The court of appeals 
of this state passed upon the law 
and decided favorably upon it merely 
as itjaffects the conititution of New York. Now 
the entire question is thrown into the courts 
of the United States and a question of the fed- 
eral constitution is involved. The act of com- 
gress of 1875, under which the application is 
brought, has already, been construed by the 
United States supremeccurt. It was intended 
to cover cases when the violations of election 
laws in the south were alleged. The supreme 
court in passing upon the case, wherein it 
claimed that the eighth provision of the con- 
stitution applied to state laws, imposing cer- 
tain punishments, decided that the provision 
applied to national, and notto state law vioe 
lations. A number of leading attorneys were 
quick to declare today that the application will 
not be successful, as it is clearly within the 
limits of the decision referred to. 

THE CLAIM SET UP. 

Utica, N. Y., April 20.—The application for 
a habeas corpus for Kemmler set up the claim 
that the state law providing for the execution 
of criminals by electricity is in conflict with 
the constitution of the United States in that 
the punishment imposed thereby is cruel and 
unusual, and that thereby the said state 
abridges the privileges and immunities of 
him, the said Kemmler to be exempt from 
cruel and unusual punishment for crime; alse 
that the sentence that be be executed some 
day within the current week; leaving the 
warden of the prison to set the tea un- 
lawful in this, that the judicial function of 
fixing the time of hia death is thereby taken 
from the court and delegated to an executive 
officer, or some uncertain substitute, upom 
undefined and unaccountable cause. 


BURNING OF THE “PLANT.” 


A St. Johns’ Steamer Burns to the Water's

Iu his morning sermon in Charlotte on Mon- 
day morning Sam Jones said: :

As Gad te my judge, I’ve been all over the United 
States, ahd I never “i of it before (referring to 
the Mecklenburg declaration.) Did you, Stuart? 
Did you? turning to Professer-Excell and one. 
other gent . All: shook their heads, 
and the preacher excli : “Phakk God, I’ve’ 
got plenty of company. If youcan stand up and 
give money to what'll end in banquets and balls 
you’ve got a low idea of what God means when he 
says: “Be not partakers of other men’s sins,’’—(a 
number of ‘amens’ from the preachers). 

At the night service, when Mr. Jones came in, 
he preceded his sermon with a statement in re- 
gard to tha Mecklenburg Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. He said: 

I want to call your attention to one thing, and 
especially the attention of these reporters. On 
July 4th, 1776, the Declaration of Independence 
was framed, drafted and signed at Philadelphia. 
That is a historical fact. On the 20th of May, 
1775, a year previous to that, the Mecklenburg 
Declaration of Independence was framed and 
signed in Mecklenburg county, N.C. That is also 
a historical fact. Do you catch that? [Applause.] 
I have always heard that the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was signed in Philadelphia on the 4th 
of July, 1776, but 1 never heard till today, posi- 
tively, that a Declaration of Independence was 
signed here on the 20th of May, 1775. 

I believe that if I were to tell you that every one 
of you who believed in the Mecklenburg Declara- 
tion of Independence, if you would come up here 
and give me your hand, you would be saved, you’d 
all come, but I don’t believe St. Peter would let 
you in on that. 

On the 20th of May next, let us all get where we 
can save this town. It’s a noble sentiment you 
will celebrate then, but don’t let’s celebrate it 
with whisky-drinking and close it with a miserable 
bail.

Arrival of the Statue in New York—A De- 
scription of It. 

New York, April 29.—{Special.]}—The 
bronze equestrian statue of General Robert E.

PAN HALL TRIED FOR THE EAST 
POINT Rtoyt, 


e Wyly & Greene Case Before Judge 
Marshall J. Clarke—John L. Conley

The second of the men indicted for the East 
Point riot was tried and found not guilty yes- 


Sen Hall was the defendant on trial. 

In the course of the trial it was developed 
fhat in finding its true bills the grand jury 
had viewed Mr. Hall as the. leader of the riot. 
Or rather he was charged with handling the 
hip that did the whipping of the negroes, 
qhile the balance of the men indicted assisted 
in the proceedings. 

The other defendants felt as much elated at 
the verdict in yesterday’s trial as Mr. Hall 
himself. They think they see their way clear 
to dismissal or acquittal. ; 

Mr. E. C. Braffey, who was tried on the 
game chargé last week, was given a verdict by 
Solicitor Hill. Yesterday it was the jury that 
formed a like service for Mr. Hall. 

There are seven other indictments against 
Mr. Bruffey and Mr. Hall for whipping the 
East Point negroes. A separate indictment 
was found by the grand jury for each negro 
that had been whipped. 

Arnold Jones, an old negro farmer, was the 
one for the intliction of whose stripes Mr. Hall 
qyas put upon trial yesterday. 

When put upon the stand he told how the 
crowd of white men, accompanied by a single 
negro, caine to his house near East Point, anil 

e came to the door how they took him 


when h ; 
out and whipped him on the naked skin until 


the blood came. 

The old man did not recognize any of the 
men who did the whipping, but thought the 
voice that did most of the talking sounded 
yery much like that of Mr. Dan Hall, whom 
he had heard talking in the courtroom. 

When they first took him out, the witness 
gaid he thought he was going to be killed, and 
when he found it was to be only a thrashing, 
he felt thankful. 

Jonos testified to having heard several other 
whippings that pight. 

Mr. Blount, of Blount & Hill, manufacturers 
at East Point, told of meeting the defendant 
near the East Point depot the night of the 
trouble, and of having said to him and others 
that he did not think their services would be 
needed to protect the town from the negroes, 
as the disturbance was over. 

Mr. Glen Waters and M. M. Folsom, who 
went to East Point to report the trouble for 
THE CONSTITUTION Closed the testimony for 
the state. 

Mr. Folsom saw Dan Hall then, but could 
not swear that he wasone of the whippers. 
He testified that he recognized the defendant 
in a crowd coming from the direction in which 
op» of the whippings had occurred. 

The defense introduced T. P. Aldridge, Tap 
Holt, Bob Caldwell and Will Caldwell, who 
are under indictment on the same charge as 
Mr. Hai! and Mayor Pratt of East Point. 

Their testimony was to the effect that the 
defendant had had nothing to do with the 
whipping. 

After their evidence, the defendant made 
his statement. He had gone to Kast 
Point at the request of Mayor Pratt to help 
protect the town from an attack by the ngroes, 
but was innocent of using violence towards 
innocent negroes as charged in the bill of in- 
dictinent. 


At the afternoon session of court the case 
went into the hands of the attorneys. 

Colonel Abbott Cox opened for the defense | 
in a splendid speech. He was ably seconded | 
by Mr. Join Clay Smith, who made one of the 
best arguments of his careerin Atlanta. It 
was full of eloquence and was heard with 
marked interest and attention. 

Solicitor Charlie Hill was assisted in the 
prosecution by Mr. William P. Hill, of May- 
son & Hill. 

Both made forcible arguments, the solicitor 
being one of the wittiest—and at the same 
time sarcastic toa degree—ever heard in the 
courthouse.

After undergoing a change o\h&pt, it seems 
pretty hard to harness the repent§{pnt sinner 
to a machine to be killed by lightnRQg.

The Butterworth Bill, 

We have already alluded to the probable 
effect of the Butterworth bill, which is in- 
tended to prevent speculation in options and 
futures. The intention is good, but the bill 
seems to be a blundering affair from first to 
last. As it now stands, instead of prevent- 
ing speculation, it will simply result in crip- 
pling the southern cotton-growers by narrow- 
ing their markets, and placing them at the 


mercy of the European buyers and specu- 


Jators. 

We have sometimes in these columns 
playfully alluded to the big exchanges of the 
country as the big bucket-shops; but the 
truth is that these exchanges deal in futures, 
whereas the small, irresponsible concerns, 
scattered over the country, deal in ‘‘op- 
tions,’’ ‘‘puts’’ and ‘‘calls,’’ and itis through 
the medium of these concerns that specula- 
tion has become so widespread and injurious. 

We are discussing this Butterworth bill 
purely from a southern standpoint, and for 
the purpose of calling the attention of south- 
ern farmers to some of the results of the 
measure should it become a law. We are 
not particularly interested in the produce ex- 
changes, and will not, therefore, discuss the 
effect the Butterworth bill will have on their 
operations, or on the producers of grain and 
pork. The interesting fact about it is the 
certainty that it will work injuriously so far 
as the southern cotton-growers are concerned. 

There is not a legitimate cotton exchange 
‘in the country that deals in, or permits its 
members to deal in ‘‘options,’’ those fruitful 
sources of speculation. An option is simply 
a wager on the condition of the market, one 
party to the transaction betting they will be 
“higher at a certain date, another betting that 
they will be lower, and the ‘‘dealer’’ in the 
middle charging commissions to both. This 
is the option business, which is speculation 
and nothing else. It is safe to say that no 
exchange or board of trade in the United 
States recognizes such transactions in any 
Way, shape or form. 


‘There is a wide misconception of the term 


**futures,’’? and the Butterworth bill embod- 
ies in a blundering way the popular error. 
All transactions in futures, in the legitimate 
cotton exchanges, are based on written con- 
tracts, and it is a part of the duty of the ex- 
change to enforce them. We may take the 
rules of the New Orleans cotton exchange as 
anexample. These rules provide that ‘‘al] 
contracts for the future delivery of cotton 
shall be binding on members and of full force 
and effect until the quality and quantities of 
cotton specified in such contracts shall have 
been delivered, and the price specified in such 
- contracts shall have been paid.”? In other

We are getting heartily tired of thé antics 
of the republican reformers. It seems they 
can introduce no measure that doesn’t strike 
a blow at the south. The Conger lard bill 
is a blow aimed at southern interests, and 
now comes Mr. Butterworth with his bill 
aimed at the southern cotton-grower. A 
measure to prevent speculation would be a 
very good thing, but surely such a measure 
need not attack the prosperity of - southern 


farmers. 


How About Water? 

The opinion of City Attorneys Goodwin 
and Anderson, on the water bond question, 
will be read with much interest, and the re- 
sult of their investigation will be a disap- 
pointment to the city, as our people are im- 
pressed with the immediate necessity of in- 
creasing the city’s water supply. 

Messrs. Goodwin and Anderson, both 
careful students and painstaking officials, 
having investigated the question thorough- 
ly, officially report to the mayor that the 
validity of bonds issued by authority of the 
special election would, at least, be doubtful, 
.and, of course, the city cannot afford to offer 
bonds about which there is the slightest 
question concerning authorization. 

It is true that the matter could be carried 
to the supreme court, and it is even probable 
that that tribunal would sustain the issue of 
bonds made bp authority of the special elec- 
tion, as itis by. no means certain that a 
proper construction of the code requires two- 
thirds of the registration, instead of two- 
thirds of the yote actually polled, to war- 
rant an issue of bonds. The settlement of 
the question hinges on the meaning of the 
term ‘‘qualified voters,’’ two-thirds of which 
are required to authorize new municipal 
bonds. If the registration list is the qual- 
ified vote, then there is no doubt but that 
two-thirds of the registration would be 
necessary. But, if the qualified voters are 
those who, having a right to vote, exercise 
that privilege, then only two-thirds of the 
vote polled would be required tocreate a 
bonded debt. 

The city attorneys suggest that, instead of 
carrying the matter to the supreme court, 
another election be ordered, and that it be 
fixed for the date of the next regular 
municipal election, which takes place on the 
first Wednesday in December. Such a 
course would delay the settlement of the 
question but a short while, though it is prob- 
ably the safest way. 

But this does not make it any the less im- 
perative that Atlanta must do something to 
increase her water supply. 

Something must,be done, and with as lit- 
tle delay as possible.

A gentleman who is prominent in Atlanta 
affairs, and who is always for anything that 
can benefit Atlanta, was talking about the 
old capitol building and the uses to which it 
might be put.

“what I think could and should be done with 
that building. I think we ought to go in 
together, say two hundred and fifty or three 
hundred of ns, and form a state opera club 
and Jease the building for opera hosue purposes. 
My idea of what the club should be is taken from 
such an organization in New Orleans and sim- 
ilar ones in some few of the larger cities.

Iam amem- 
ber of the club, and I believe that we could 
lease the old capitol building for as much as 
we now pay on the Capital City club house— 
when all expenses are taken into consideration. 
And if properly arranged, this club would be 
much more desirable than the old one, for it 
would combine with all of the present feat- 
ures, many which we do not now have.”’ 

‘*The opera house ?’’ 

“Yes, and a splendid restanrant for club 
members as wellasone forthe theatre-going 
public. The building, in all its apointments, 
could easily be the most elaborate in the south 
and wonld be second to none in the country. 
The club would coutrol the lessess of the store- 
rooms, should tl: Ik be any, and the whole 
could be run upon Yhe most elegant plan. We 
would get a first-class manager fer the opera 
house, and by bringing the finest at- 
tractions would draw people from 
all parts of the state, especially from the terri- 
tory directly tributary to Atlanta. The opera 
house, if properly ran, would of itself pay the 
greater part of the rental of the building. 
This would give the elegant clubrooms, with 
all the club privileges, for next to nothing. I 
believe the scheme is a good one, don’t you?”

IMPORTANT CHANGES. 


The Railroad Commission Considering Mat- 
ters of Great Interest to the Public. 

The regular weekly meeting of the railroad 
commissioners was held vesterday. Questions 
of great importance to the merchants of the 
state and the railroads are now under consid- 
eration, and some radical changes are possible 
in the near future. 

One of the questions before the commission is 
the relation of the different roads constituting 
the West Point Terminal system toward each 
other.

WHITE-HOU 
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NEWMAN 


In Favor of the United States—The Case Be- 
comes an Important Pretedent asthe 
First of Its Kind Brought 


At last —the Bowe case is decided. 

Judge Newman, of the United States circuit 
court, rendered a lengthy opinion, in open 
court, yesterday morning in the case of Will- 
iam F. Bowe against the United States, the 
conclusion of which was that the plaintiff is 
not entitled to recover in any amount and ren- 
dering judgment in favor of the United States, 
with costs of suit. 

Very important principles are involved in 
this suit that are of more interest to the pub- 
lic than to the legal fraternity. In the last 
year of ex-President Cleveland’s administra- 
tion (March 3, 1887,) an act was passed by con- 
gress permitting the United States to be sued 
in any United States circuit court anywhere 
in the country, for amounts not less than $1,000, 
nor more than $10,000, such cases to be tried 
by the court without ajury. ‘War claims,” 
of course, are notincluded. 

Heretofore all such suits were restricted to 
the court of claims in Washington, D. C., and 
for over one hundred years the general govern- 
ment had refused to be sued except in its own 
capital. * 

Judge Newman is the first judge to construe 
this act. 

The litigation grew out of the building of the 
soldiers’ barracks at Fort McPherson, and was 
based upon charges that the army officer in 
control of the work, Captain Jacobs, had de- 
manded better material and a finer building 
than the contract provided for. In this way 
the relation of the army and the general 
government to public works was involved. 

Bowe claims that after he began the erec- 
tion of the buildings Captain Jacobs, who rep- 
resented the government throughout the 
transaction, began to change and vary the con- 
struction of the buildings from the terms of 
the plans and specifications and added con- 
siderable thereto,and had friyolously and with- 
out reafo -aor just cause con- 
demned much material and  work- 
menship; on actount of which Bowe lost 
material and labor to the amount of about 
$10,000. The court heard evidence at consid- 
erable length on the issues involved and on 
the various items involved in the suit. 


In his opinion Judge Nowman says: ‘‘Dur- 


ing the progress of the work Captain Jacobs 


exercised a constant and careful 
supervision overit. He seems to have ex 
ainined, with great care, all material before it 
went into the building, and all the work and 
each part of it as it progressed. He also offered 
to go anywhere in Georgia with Bowe, at the 
expense of the government, to examine 
material and decide whether it would be 
satisfactory or not, so that Bowe need not be 
put to the delay and expense of bringing un- 
satisfactory material on the ground. The 
orders given and decisions made by Captain 
Jacobs were all positive,sometimes peremptory, 
and yet in every instance,.so faras they have 
been drawn in question here, they seem to have 
been made in good faith and with the sole 
purpose of having these buildings constructed 
in accordance with the contract, and to dis- 
charge his duty as a superintendent to the 
government. Mr. Bowe was frequently in- 
formed by Captain Jacobs that if any decision 
made by him was’ not satisfactory he could 
appeal from the same, through him, to the 
war department, but in noinstance did Bowe 
avail himself of this right.”’ 

The decision holds the. coxtractors to the ut- 
most good faith and the best class of work in 
building for the government. In this respect 
Judge Newman’s decision isin line with the 
action of ex-President Cleveland and ex-Sec- 
retary Whitney, who condémned some war 
ships that John Roach had built for the 
United States navy; and is also in harmony 
with the rulings of these great democratic offi- 
cials in paying only the contract price and in 
sternly refusing the allowance of “‘extrasg.”’ 

It will be remembered that, as chairman of 
the appropriations committee, the late Samuel 
J. Randall was the relentless foe of paying 
“extras’’ to army, navy and mail contractors, 
and for his bold position Mr. Randall earned 
the hatred of the lobbyists. If congress acts 
upon the honest principles Judge Newman 
has announced in this case, many raids on the 
treasury will be repulsed and the government 
will be saved thousands of dollars. This de- 
cision by a southern judge upon southern soil 
disproves the charge that there is any preju- 
dice against the general government in this 
quarter. It also shows that in a contest be- 
tween contractors and army officers even- 
handed justice will be meted out. 

The decision of Judge Newman has been de- 
layed some time by pressure of business on the 
criminal deckets, and the outcome of the case 
was looked for with the liveliest interest. 

Bowe was represented by Messrs. Arnold 
and Arnold; and the United States by S. A. 
Darnell, United States attorney, and E. A. 
Angier. Captain Jacobs was represented by 
Messrs. N. J. and T. A. Hammond. - 

THE HOWARD CASE, 

Another case, very much like the one just 
decided and brought in the United States cir- 
cuit court under the same act of congress, is 
that of Henry A. Howard for the use of A. M. 
Kennedy vs. the United States—suit for $10,- 
000 damages. 

A demurrer has been filed in this case, and 
argued, and Judge Newman’s decigion on the 
demurrer will be handed down some time next 
week.

+’ Mr. J. D. Husted, president of the Middle 

gorgia Fruit Shippers’ union, was asked his 
opinion, and said: ‘In answer to your general 
question as to the fruit crop, will say fruit of 
all kinds was damage: by the cold weather in 
March. In this locality there will be no plums, 
no quinces, and but very few pears. Peaches 
of the budded variety will not show more than 
one-tenth of a fullcrop; of seedlings I estimate 
a half crop; grapes promise three-fourths of a 
crop, if nothing further happens to injure 
the:n.”’ 

Messrs. A. & J. Sutherland, two of the most 
extensive fruit growers in this section, and 
two more practical or clever men it 
would be hard to find, replied very 
promptly and courteously: “We can now 
form a very correct condition of what the fruit 
yield will be as the damage is oyer. Peaches 
were greatly damaged. There will probably 
be one-eighth of a crop, hardly more. Wild 
goose plums, the principal variety grown in 
this section.. we consider a total failure. 
Kelsey and Botan are the only otier varieties 
grown here, and they seem to have shared the 
game fate as the wild goose. 

As to grapes, the vines that were pruned 
early seem tobe the only ones damaged. We 
think the indications are good for 9) per cent 
ofa full crep. Apples will doubtless be a full 
crop, as the buds were perfectly dormant at 
the time of the freeze. Indications for straw- 
berries are 85 percent. Pears are nearly, if 
wta compiete failure. 

Messrs. James Beaty and Henry Gulhouse 
were the most despondent onesseen. They 
spoke as if their fruit was a perfect failure, 
except grapes. Mr. Gulkouse said, at part- 
ing: ‘“‘You may promise Tue Constitution 
Sone grapes from my vineyard, I’m afraid 
this is ‘he best I'll be able to do this year.”

NEW YORK, April 29.—In Wall street today 
there were again free realizaticns, but the general 
sentiment, as indicated by the general course of 
prices, is still -very bullish, and all offerings, both 
from realizations and the hammering of bears, 
are steadily absorbed, and prices continue to 
mount upward, slowly but steadily.

as indicating that he will continue the fight until 
the proposed organization to settle railroad rates 
is satisfactory to him. 

The news that Chairman Walker had been sum- 
moned to St. Louis to confer with him, however, 
created a renewal of the bullish feeling, and the 
buying of Missouri Pacifie became the great feat- 
ure of the day. 
~ ‘Phe London Market was again materially higher 
than ours last evening, and London sent buying 
orders, which had the effect of opening our mar- 
ket up with London favorites of Louisville and 
Nashville, Northern Pacific preferred leading. 
Northern Pacific was favorably affected by the 
news that a syndicate had taken the Northern Pa- 
cific bonds set aside to retire the issue of Oregon 
Transcontinental.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, April 29—Wheat was again very quiet 
today, and the feeling developed was weaker and 
prices averaged lower. There is no doubt that the 
widely advertised labor demonstration is having 
some effect upon trade, operators evidently feeling 
disposed to wait until the affair is settled. There 
was a lack of outside news, and that which did 
come to hand generally favored the interest of 
holders, but the influences did not have the usual 
effect, buyers being too timid, and instead of a 
strong market, prices gradually eased off. The 
opening was about '4,c nigher for July than yes- 
terday’s closing, but eased off 34¢ and closed about 
sec lower than yesterday. “May declined 1%%c be- 
low the opening and closed 1*,c lower than yester- 
day. Cableadvices were generally quite favorable 
to holders, and crop news was of a bullish charac- 
ter. Indiana and Missouri sent in gloomy reports 
today, and Indiana crop reports indicate a much 
smaller crop than last year. 

Corn was fairly active, a good general speculative 
business being reported within a range of K@c. 
The feeling was weaker, and a still further decline 
was recorded on all futures. Fine weather and 
more liberal receipts were the chief influences on 
values, and offerings were larger than for several 
days past. A decline of outside markets, both 
eastern and western, helped to depress yalues. 
The market opened at yesterday’s closing prices, 
was weak and sold off 34@%c, rallied a little, ruled 
steady and closed 44,@*c lower than yesterday. 

Oats were fairly active but weaker, and prices 
ranged lower, but inside figures were not main- 
tained, the last sales being at 4c decline for May 
June, but steady for July and the more deferred 
futures. The weakness was due to large receipts. 

Mess pork—Trading was comparatively light. 
Early the feeling was weak, and the opening sales 
were made at 15@20c decline. Later the market 
showed a little more steadiness, and prices rallied 
again 15@20c and closed comparatively steady. 

Lard—A very light business was transacted, and 
the feeling was comparatively steady. Fluctua- 
tions in prices were slight and exhibited little 
change from the closing figures of yesterday. 

Short rib sides—A fair trade was reported, but 
the bulk of the business was in transferring con- 
tracts. The opening sales were made at a slight 
decline on Monday’s closing figures, but a steadier 
feeling prevailed later, and prices rallied 244@5c. 
Toward the close the feeling became stronger, and 
the market closed at about outside figures.
